Labor Congress, Chicago, with himself as President. 

The subject reportedly returned to Russia in approximately 
1927 and in 1932 was reported to be teaching school 

in Russia. The subject has been reported as having 
travelled extensively as a Field Organizer in the 
Comintern among Negroes in various countries.

also been reported as being a Field Organizer for the 
International Labor Defense, Negro Section, and also 

one of the most trusted Negro Communists in America. 


It is also to be noted that there is no 
information as to whether the subject has ever returned 
from abroad after 1932; however, the Bureau is 
presently desirous of determining that fact. 


Washington Field Office is requested to check 
the passport records of the State Department and 
determine if those records include any information 
regarding the subject, it being noted that a possibility 
exists that inasmuch as the subject is reported to 
have travelled extensively, that he may have returned 


to the United States after 1932 and then left again on ES

Information has been received from various souces 
concerning the reported whereabouts and activity of LOVETT 
FORT-WHITEMAN during the 1920°s and to some extent during 
the 1930%*%s. In order to clarify the information already 
available and to report the results of more recent investi- 
gation conducted in an effort to establish the present 
whereabouts of FORT-WHITEMAN, the following information is 
being set forth chronologically: 


REPORTED WHEREABOUTS AND

According to an article in the January 17, 1926 
issue of the "New York Times" entitled "Communists Boring 
into Negro Labor" LOVETT FORT-WHITEMAN, then head of the 
American Negro Labor Congress (ANLC), prior to going to 
Russia in 1924, was a journalist for Negro newspapers in 
New York and Chicago for several years. The article attributed 
WHITEMAN as having said he formerly attended City College 
of New York but was dismissed because he was "too radical."

"In accordance with instructions of the Communist 
Internationale, most of our work has been carried on in 
connection with the American Negro Labor Congress," Further, 
in a resolution "The American,Negro and the Proletarian

the October 29, 1925 issue of the New York Herald Tribune.

demands," and that birth certificates and such details were 
nonsense; WHITEMAN claims he was always able to get passports 
in Chicago on a few hours notice. 


In an effort to develop information concerning the 
present whereabouts of WHITEMAN, individuals who were 
acquainted with WHITEMAN in the ANLC and at his place of 
residence in the Chicago area from 1924 to 1927 were 
interviewed as follows; 


The article by M, JAY RACUSIN in the June 29, 1927 
issue of the New York Herald Tribune indicated that one 
"EDWARD L. DOTY, Organizer of Negro Plumbers, Chicago" was 
one of the members of the Provisional Committee” set et 
for organizing She Ante bo pago Lahoz C WA RES: a? 

EDWARD LXDOTY, 623 East Bowen, Chicago, currently 
employed as a plumber by the Chicago Housing Authority, 
furnished the following information to SA J. ROBERT OLÍVER 
on July 27, 1956. 


DOTY met LOVETT FORT-WHITEMAN in early 1925 when 
WHITEMAN first came to Chicago to organize the ANLC. 
For the next two years, until WHITEMAN?s sudden disappearance 
in early 1927, DOTY assisted WHITEMAN by organizing Negro 
plumbers into the ANLC. There were other local organizers 
also assisting WHITEMAN, all of whom DOTY believes are now 
deceased, with one or two exceptions whose ereabouts are 
unknown to DOTY. One of these, NORVAL H KALLEN, was seen by 
DOTY on several occasions taking collections to pay oro e det? 
rent and generally assisted in the office of the ANLC. are | 
ALLEN no longer resides in Chicago and reportedly is E ond 
somewhere in Missouri as a salesman; DOTY last saw ALLEN three 
years ago, 
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It is noted eta VON Eer to the RACUSIN article 
in the New York Herald Tribune that NORVAL H. ALLEN, 
3151 Giles Avenue, Chicago, was one of the young Negroes 
sent to Russia for training in 1925. 


The first headquarters of the ANLC, to DOTY's 
knowledge, consisted of two rented rooms used for office space 
on the second floor of a rather large office building, 
corner 35th and Indiana Avenue, Chicago; entrance to the 
building was at about 3456 South Indiana. Ownership of this 
building has since changed hands several times, according to 
information received by DOTY.  DOTY could sugzest no one in 
this area who might recall WHITEMAN. The headquarters of the 
ANLC were at this address from approximately early 1925 to 
mid 1926. E 

The last headquarters of the ANLC consisted of 
similarly rented office space, second floor, southwest corner 
of 35th and Michigan Avenue, from about mid "1926 until the 
ANLC disbanded in the spring of 1927. Likewise, DOTY could 
suggest no one in this area who might recall WHITEMAN.

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It is noted that according to^information received 
by the Chicago Office in March, 1925, source unknown, the 
address 21 South Lincoln Street, Chicago, in March, 1925 
was the new location of the Chicago Local of the Workers 
(Communist) Party of America which had recently moved to this 
address from 166 West Washington Street, Chicago. 


EDWARD L. DOTY, mentioned above, said that to his 
knowledge headquarters of the,ANLC were never located on 
south Lincoln Street, Chicago. 


m According to DOTY, WHITEMAN was well qualified as 
National Organizer of the ANLC; he created the impression 
of being well educated and well informed; he was fiery, had 
the ability to speak well and to arouse interest in the ANLC; 
he was aggressive, militant, and appeared genuinely interested 
in seeing that something was done to overcome various problems 
and barriers faced by Negroes at that time. WHITEMAN convinced 
DOTY and others of the value of organizing Negroes into the 
ANLC, which was the first such attempt at organization of the 
Negroes in the Chicago area, According to DOTY, unions 
heretofore had excluded Negroes from membership. 


DOTY recalls the first convention of the ANLC was 
held in a hall on 31st and South Calumet, Chicago. In addition 
to WHITEMAN, several other organizers from New York City were 
present, including one RICHARD Bo MOORE, then Secretary of the 
New York Council of the ANLC, and one (FNU) TITUS.

According to DOTY, WHITEMAN, while in Chicago, was 

frequently seen in the company of a Negro girl named OLIVIA h: ES, 
who WHITEMAN claimed was his wife. She was usually present 
at meetings where WHITEMAN spoke and generally endeavored to pam 
assist in arousing interest in the ANLC. She disappeared from m 
Chicago at the same time as WHITEMAN. With the departure PLUS 
from Chicago of WHITEMAN, the ANLC collapsed, according to m 
DOTY. 
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DOTY pointed out that Hs never had occasion to 
visit WHITEMAN in his home, which was then located somewhere 
south of DOTY's present residence (possibly 4727 South 
Prairie) and never associated with WHITEMAN socially.  WHITEMAN 
remained rather aloof ànd did not speak of his background or 
past experiences,  DOTY doubts that WHITEMAN corresponded 
or kept in touch with anyone in Chicago after he suddenly 
disappeared.  DOTY declared that WHITEMAN at no time during the. 
period of their association in the ANLC indicated to him that he 
was a Communist or that the CP was supporting the ANLC.  DOTY 
said he now realizes that WHITEMAN was probably a Communist 
but that at the time there was such a definite need for 
organization of the Negroes that he did not then consider 
whether or not WHITEMAN was a Communist, 


| Records of the Re Office also indicate that 
in 1924 WHITEMAN, a journalist, was residing at 4112 Prairie 
Avenue, Chicago. 


Mrse CATHERINE J. OGLESBY, owner of iilding, 
4112 South Prairie Avenue, Chicago, advised sal jon 
February 8, 1956 that LOVETT FORT=WHITEMAN reside his 
address for about four weeks in 1924 and told her he was then 
léaving for the USSR via New Orleans. Mrs. OGLESBY 

believes WHITEMAN had several visitors in his apartment who 
spoke Russian. She has not seen him since. ere S wife?s

Mrs. NINA TONE, owner, . 5017 South Indiana Avenue, 
Chicago, advised that she recalls WHITEMAN had once visited 
his sister at this address sometime during the late 1920's 
and that one or two years later HAZEL WHITEMAN mentioned. 
her brother was then in the USSR. HAZEL WHITEMAN later left 
this address and Mrs. THORNE heard from an unrecalled source 
in about 1932 or 1933 that HAZEL was then also in the USSR. 
Mrs. THORNE has not seen WHITEMAN or his sister since.

EDWARD L. DOTY, Organizer of Negro plumbers into the 
ANLC, also reported that about one year or so after WHITEMAN 
and his wife disappeared from Chicago, in about the spring or 
early summer, 1927, he and others associated with WHITEMAN in 
the ANLC,: heard from sources not recalled that WHITEMAN and 
his wife had returned to Russia. A number of years later, in 
about 1939 or 1940, DOTY heard through a Mrs. MARIE/HOUSTON, 
then a resident of Waukegan, Illinois, and who fo fierly 
attended meetings of the ANLC, that WHITEMAN had become 
involved in some matter with a Japanese group and was either 
executed or sent to a detention camp in Siberia by the > 
Soviets. As DOTY recalled, Mrs. HOUSTON had only hearsay 
information; Mrs. HOUSTON was elderly in 1940 and DOTY does 
not believe she is still living. DOTY feels reasonably 
certain he would have received information through his 
sources if WHITEMAN had ever returned to the United States. 


It is noted that the June 14, 1932 edition of the 
New York Herald Tribune, page 16, mentions that LOVETT 
FORT-WHITEMAN, an American Negro, had gone to Russia five years 
previously and was in 1932 teaching mathematics and chemistry 
in the New Little Red School for sons of American engineers 
.in Moscow. 
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Records of the Passport Office also contain a 
passport application dated May 16, 1927 executed by LOVETT 
FORT-WHITEMAN, 221 West 123rd Street, New York City, for 
proposed eight months travel abroad, departing from New York 
June 16, 1927 aboard the Monterey. Identifying witness for 
WHITEMAN was RICHARD B. MOORE, 211 West 140th Street, 
apparently New York City. 


WHITEMAN's passport application was denied on 
the basis of WHITEMAN's prior travel to Russia and leadership 
activities in the ANLC. WHITEMAN apparently was still in the 
United States in 1928 according to 1928 issues of the "Daily 
Worker,"

New York State. Also, a letterhead of the International 
Labor Defense, 80 East llth Street, New York, lists LOVETT 
FORT-WHITEMAN as a member of the National Committee of the 
International Labor Defense, which has been designated by 

the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. However, apparently WHITEMAN was in 
Moscow during the 6th World Congress of the Communist 
Internationale which opened in Moscow July 17, 1928, according 
to the July 25, 1928 issue of "International Press Correspondence," 
official Party organ, inasmuch as the speech given by "Comrade 
WHITEMAN (Negro)" at this Congress was quoted on page 4 of 
this newspaper. 


It is noted that MAURICE MALKIN, charter member 
of the CPUSA, advised SA W. J. HIGGINS of the New York Office 
on October 21, 1941, that he saw WHITEMAN in 1928 at the 
6th World Congress of the Communist Intérnationale; that 
both resided at the Lux Hotel in Moscow.
